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A NEW INDUSTRY. 


A new industry bids fair to start 
up in Montreal connected with the 
export meat trade. A number of 
capitalists have studied the manner 
in which beef epecially prepared has 
of late been shipped from Australia 
to England. A few days ago twenty 
bullocks were slaughtered at the 
Dominion abattoir, and their car- 
cases prepared by the new process, 
and shipped te the old country as 
an experiment. If this lot should 
prove a success, it is the intention to 
to form a company in Montreal, 
whence large shipments of both beef 
and mutton, preserved fresh by the 
new process, will take place, not 
only te Great Britain, but to distant 
stationson the C. P. R., that Com- 
pany having promised large orders 
for the supply of men employed in 
the construction of the line in out- 
of-the-way places, where fresh meat, 
and especially beef, is now difficult 
to procure. The process is kept a 
profound secret at present.

OUR NORTHERN WATERS. 


Mr. Charles N. Bell has written a 
most interesting beok, at this time, 
on our northern qaters, being a re. 
port most ably drawm up, regarding 
the Hudsen’s Bay and Straits, for 
the Winnipeg Board of Trade and 
published by them. The subject is 
handled in acencise and clear man- 
ner, enumerating the resources in 
minerals, fisheries, timber, furs,game 
and other products. Also cepious 
netes en the navigation, together 
with historical events and meteoro- 
logical and climatic data. Mr. Bell 
says :-——“'It does not seem to be 
geaervily known that on three occa- 
sions bodies of British regular troops 
have been brought from England in 
sailing vessels through Hudson's 
Straits and Bay, landed at York Fac. 
tery, and proceeded by the usual 
water route to Winnipeg. In 1896, 
383 persons arrived at York Factory 
en the 7th of August, and proceeded 
on to Fert Garry, which place they 
reached in thirty days time, without 
any casualty. Thousands have 
travelled by the route in perfect 
eafety, and it speaks volumes in favor 

of the safe navigation of our north- 
ern waters.”

Besides the whale, cod and sal- 
men fisheries,the waters of Hudson's 
Bay, and the rivers falliug into it, 
contain many excellent oil-producing 
and edible fish. Dr. Bell reports 
finding the pike, perch, herring, 
whitefish, grayling, sea trout, sculpin 
end caplin, besides pike, pickerel, 
carp, chub and epeckled trout in 
their proper waters. White porpoise 
abound, and the walrus and warwhal 
are killed in considerable numbers.

which never freezes over, and is 
opes for navigation for at least five 
or six months, if mot during the
